_~ BEEF TRUST EXJUNCTION. 

Thé first trust prosecu by the national 
government was in the Spring of.1902, when 
an injunction was. secured from the United 
States Circuit court at Chicago restraining 
the members of the alleged packers’ combine 
from continuing their conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. Action was brought under the 
Sherman act of 1899. 

The seven. packing companies Which form 
the combination specifically were charged 
,with having their purchasing agents refrain 
from bidding against each other, with bid- 
ding prices up temporarily to induce large 
shipments, and then ceasing to bid in order 
to obtain stock at low prices; with agreeing 
on prices at which the dressed meats shall be 
sold to the consumer; with conspiring with 
railroads for rebates, and other discrimina- 
tions. It was alleged that the traffic in live. 
stock transported from state to state con- 
stituted interstate commerce and the packing 
combine therefore was in t of 
merce between the states. Aa 

Judge Groescup held that these averments 
were sustained by the evidence, and issued a 
temporary injunction ordering the packers 
to cease from:.their illegal acts. The packers 
filed a demurrer against the injunction, and 
it was not until February, 1908, that the 
court overruled this and made its injunction 
permanent. The packers then appealed to 
the Supreme court. | 


Moody Charges Violations.

‘After the decision of the Supremescourt 


sustaining the injunction the government- 


decided to take steps to prosecute the pack- 
ers for continuing their acts in restraint of 
trade, from doing which they had been en- 
joined. Two methods were possible. The 
first was to sue the packing companies for 
contempt of court in not obeying the in- 
y junction. The second was to proceed to try 
the packers before a federal grand jury and. 
indictments for criminal prosecu-— 
n. 
The latter method was chosen, and on. 
Feb. 21 the United States authorities called 
for a special grand jury before which evi- 
dence will be submitted to prove that the 
packers are guiity of violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law. In fifteen cities witnesses 
were subpcenaed to appear before the grand 
jury in Chicago March 20. One hundred and 
eighty-five summonses were eA 
March 20, 1905, will be historical. 


Missouri Case Important. 

The Missouri “ beef trust ” case, although 

it was fought and decided two years ago, 
is important. because of its bearing on the 
prosecution’of the beef trust undertaken by 
the national government. The members of 
the Missouri beef trust are the same as com- 
pose the combination in Chicago, and their 
methods in restraint of trade are supposed 
to be practically the same at all the prin- 
cipal markets. . If.the trust could be found 
guilty and fined by the Missouri courts under 
the state anti-trust law there is good reason 
to believe the same result can be accom- 
plished when the prosecution is conducted 
by the federal government under the Sher- 
. On the 20th of March, 1908, the Supreme 
court of Missouri handed down its decisiofi 
declaring that the packer® were guilty of 
the charge of violating the anti-trust law. 
The Armour Packing company, Swift & Co., 
the Cudahy Packing company, Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger, and the Hammond Packing 
company were each fined $5,000. 

The Supreme court was of the opinion that 
the evidence established béyond a doubt that 
there was a combination of the packers to 
maintain prices in Missourt!: that rebating 
was done; that the répresentatives of the 
packers met on certain days and fixed prices 
for ‘the week; that the same prices were in 
effect at all. the codlers at the same timé; 
that no competitor could enter the field 
against the combination without being under- 
solid and crushed out. The court declared: * 

‘* The statements of the packers that they 
bad built up a demand for their products, 
increased the price of live stock, and dis- 
tributed millions of dollars among the people 
in no way or measure condone, éven if such 
allegations be true, their violation of the

DECISION IN COAL CASE. 

On April 4, 1904, the United State 
court gave its decision in the. case of the 
interstate commerce commission vs. Baird, 
or, in other words, the “ anthracite toa! car- 
rying roads case.” This case grew out of the 
complaint made by W. R. Hearst against ten 
raliroads coal in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and West Virginia. He com- 
plained that the railroads were charging 
unreasonable and discriminative rates to the 
disadvantage of the consumers and producers 
of coal who were not common carriers, and 
that six of the defendants. were engaged in 
pooling their freight earnings and traffic in 
violation of the interstate commerce act.

The “ Bogle combine,” although the court 
found it guilty of the most flagrant violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, escaped pus- 
ishment for want of Jurisdiction. This coni- 
bine includes the companies centered fh the 
Crescent Coal and Mining company, of which 
Walter 8. Bogle is president. 

“The companies appealed from this decision 
of the Circuit court and carried the case to 
the state Supreme court. They tended 
that, while there might be an unde: nding 
among them as to prices, yet there was no 
agreement which any of them was not at 
perfect liberty to break. The agreement, 


they said, tad no binding power upon any 
of them. it was nothing but an understand- 
ng. ’ 


The Supreme court, in its recent decision, 
has some sharp. words to gay on’ “gentle- 
men’s agreements.” The ¢ourt said: 

Mutuality in the understanding may be secured

On March 14, 1904, the Northern Securities 
cage finally was disposed of. On.that day the 
Supreme court handed down its decision af- 
firming that of the Circuit court which was 
rendered at St. Paul a year before. The 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific rail- 
reads, forming parallel and competing lines 
from Lake Superior to the Pacific coast and 
aggregating 10,000 miles in length, endeav- 
ored to effect a practica] consolidation by 
placing the stock of the two roads in the 
hands of a holding company. <A. corporation 
for this purpose was organized under the 
liberal laws of the state of New Jersey and 
the stock of the new corporation was ex- 
changed for the stock of the two railroads. 
This practically placed the control of both 
roads in the hands of a single company and 
substituted one set of stockholders with com- 
mon interests for two sets of stockholders 
with rival interests. 

Suits immediately were brought against the 
holding company and one of them was carried 
before the United States Circuit court at St. 
Paul,.Minn. . Under the law entitled an “ act 

anti-trust legislation’’’ or the 
“ short cut ’ the case wae given precedence 
over others and was tried before four judges 
of the Eighth circuit. Their decision wes 
that the Northern Securities company was 
an illegal combination, because it placed the 
control of the two companies In the hands of 
a single person and destroyed ry motive 
for competition between the twO'roads. - 

An appeal was made to thé Supreme court 
and its decision virt was the same as 
that of the lower co The contention of 
the defendants was that there had been no 
intention on their part to interfere with 
trade between the states, but thelr purpose 
had been to establish a better trade between 
the east and the far west and between this 
country and the orient. They showed ‘that 
the merger had been followed by an increased 
trade with the orient and that reduced trans- 
portation rates had resulted, as proof of 
which it was asserted that flour was carried 
from the Mississippi valley to China, a dis- 
tance of 8,000 miles, for 80 cents'a barrel. It 
further was contended that the securities 
company was an investment company, not 
a transportation company, and therefore did 
not have power to suppress competition even 
had it so desired. 

"The court held that the contentions were 
irrelevant or-untenable. Its decree, how-

If the 
painting has no real or fancied resemblance 
to the -person called for by the purchaser no 
demand is made for the remainder of the $50. 
Sometimes larger sums are secured, and 
there have been instances when paintings 
have been made for as low as $10. 

Letters to “Déar Departed.” 

“The favorite trick of the sisters,” said. 
another man who has attended their séances, 
“ is to induce their visitors to correspond, by 
the slate method, with ‘dear departed 
friends.” The scheme is to have the visitor 
write a letter and seal it in an envelope, with 
two or three sheets of blank paper taken 
froma pad furnished by the sisters. The 
envelope and its contents are then placed 
on the inside of a double slate which is fas- 
tened by a heavy elastic band. Presently it 
is opened, and there’is your letter, signed. 
by the name of the * dear departed.’ 7 

“(Phese retufn letters;are seldom on any 
specific subject and not betray any great 
depth of thought. Once I wrote a letter to 
a man I had known in Mexico. I knew he 
couldn’t read English, so I wrote ft in Span- ‘ 
ish.

Smploy Art Institute Student. 

A former press agent of the Bangs “ sis- 
ters,’’ who traveled with them fourteen years 
ago, last night told a good deal about them. 
The “ spirit paintings,” he said, were painted 
by a student of the Chicago Art institute. 

“The Bangs ‘sisters,’ added this man, 
whose name is withheld-at his request, “ are 
* fakes,’ and there is nothing wonderful about 
anything that they do: 

“Lately they have found the ‘ spirit pic- 
ture * graft so profitable that they have given 
up nearly everything else. They make a lot 


of money from these pictures, which cost | 


them $2 or $3 each. 3 
“The ‘spirit’ that. paints these pictures 
is a youthful student of the Chicago Art insti- 
ture, and I could giye his name, but it might 
result in the loss of his job. When business 
is good a young woman artist helps him. As 
works of art the pictures are not worth much. 
“ The paintings are always prepared in ad- 
vance of the sittings. Sometimes they are 
painted with chemicals, and. that explains 
why the pictures appear to ‘ grow’ before 
the eyes. At other times they are painted 
with ordinary water colors, and are ‘ slipped ’ 
before the eyes ofthe visitors. The 
‘sisters’ formerly had their studio-in the 
upper part of their house. The exchange 
was made while the visitors were déscending 
the stairs from the studio to the parior. It 
is. a simple sleight of hand trick. 


Forty Slate Trick Methods. 


“There are something like forty different 
ways of performing the slate trick. The let- 
ters usually are written in invisible ink. 
When they are not they are prepared before- 
hand and substituted for the blank paper 
by sleight of hand. 

‘“ When I was traveling with the sisters 
their typewriter trick was their biggest 
drawing card. The writing machine was 
placed in a dark cabinet, where it pounded 
away for dear life. Presently a typewritten 
message was slipped out of the cabinet. 
Every one of these messages is prepared in 
advance. The typewriter keys are pounded 
in the cabinet, but what they write there 
would be unintelligible even to a first class 
spook.”

Civic ‘association, came from New York to 
tell how. far American cities are behind 
others in art and convenience. Prof. Charles 


hew museum and touched on the lessons Chi- 
cago should learn from therm. 


Improvement Not on Logical Lines. 

“There is a distinct conflict between the 
artistic and commercial points of view,"’ 
said Mr. Lanrb, “and if our cities are to be 
improved these viewpoints must be brought 
more closely together. I.defy you to point 
to a single American city whicna is develop- 
ing along logical lines. Private interests are 
allowed to dictate the location of trangpor- 
tation lines, thus creating congestion and 
disparity of values. Park systems are il-- 
logically laid out. The use of the arcade 
hardly is known and bridges are treated as 
if termini instead of connections between 
thoroughfares. 

“In the last few decades we have spent 
$200,000,000 on expositions, but in each case 
have located them so far from the cities 
that if anything worth keeping had been 
built it would have been practically inacces- 


positions in the heart of the city, and now 
hae a heritage of beautiful permanent build- 
ings. They spent their money with an eye 
to tmproving their city. Paris is the most 
beautiful city in the world, because they 
have the men with the most brains obtainable 
at its head,” | 


Says Youth Is No Excuse. 


lin had grown faster than Chicago, and that 
it was no excuse to urge the youth of this 
nation as an excuse for shortcomings. . 

“That would be all right if we were Amer- 
ican Indians,’’ he said, “‘ but we have the 
heritage of the ifitellect of Europe. The re- 
sponsibility is ours to set the example for the 
formation of the modern city. The day will 
come when it will not be sufficient to sell raw 
material,. but it will be necessary to add the 
value of the artistic form. If, then, we do not 
cultivate the artistic in our cities we will find 
‘the Germans taking the markets away 
from us.” 


Tells of Progress in Germany. 
Dr. Lewald said the rapid growth in Ger- 
many through the development of municipal 
architecture in the last ten years was strik- 


ing. 

* We hate municipal ownership well de- 
veloped,” he said. “ The railroads are run 
by the government. Many cities operate 
their own street cars, water and lighting 
' plants to better satisfaction than would 


municipal theater. Political, influence is of 
no consideration in our municipal govern- 
ments. The German mayor is elected for 
ten years and sometimes for life. He enters 
municipal service as the executive of a small 
city and then goes to a larger, making it a 
lifelong vocation.” 


Zeublin Talks to Business Men. 
Prof. Zeublin gave the business men an 
timate talk. 
‘Chicago, like most cities,”” he said, “is a 
provincial city. New York is the most pro- 
vincial of all, not excepting Philadelphia and 
Bosten. New York knows next to nothing 
about other cities and states in this country. 
Now, I want you to go to the new municipal 
museum and find out how they do things in 
other cities. You will see the maps of Mu- 
nich and Dresden, which are beautiful pic- 
tures of beautiful cities: You will see sam- 
ples of French creosoted paving blocks, which 
are the best in the world and astonishing to 
one accustomed to our own cedar biocks.

» Long Journey. — 


HE REV. FATHER ARSENE TUR- 
QUETIL, an Oblate, has begun & re- 
markable journey to keep-® remarka- 


ble tryst with a remarkable Eskimo | 


named Nyrimayok. He left St. Peter's 
mission, at the northmost point of Rein- 
Geer lake, in Athabasca, on or about Jan. 1 
and expects to reach Lake Garry, betwetn 
Mackenzie and Keewatin, 66° north latt- 
tude, early in March. There a conference 
will take piace upon which depends the 
Christianization of one of the largest tribes 
of Eskimos in the world—a tribe whose un- 
counted thousands roam the wilds of the 
frozen north from Hudson's bay to the Beau- 
fort sea. 
Over these strange people Chief Nyrimayok 
reigns as powerful as any other earthly 
king, and his conversion to Christianity 
means the conversion of all . his. people, 
the Roman Catholic 
church, under whose direction Father Tur- 
quetil is working, considers the task which 
he has undertaken as important as. any 
which has ever come before the missionary 
branch of the church, 
Chief Nyrimayok's conversion, it is be- 


lived, is assured, Last summer Father Tur- | 


quetil was in Prince Albert, coming from 
the mission on Reindeer lake to make his 
annual report te Bishop Pascal there, to 
receive instructions from his superior, and 
to gather his supplies for another twelve- 
month in the wilderness. At that time he 
outlined his plans to the bishop, after tell- 
ing the interesting story of Nyrimayok. 
One day last. spring, Father Turquetil re- 
ported, just before the caribou began their 
northward migration, the Eskimo chief went 
to the mission and with some osterntation, 
though with his usual chieftain dignity ai- 
tered by his apparent sincerity, 
Father Turquetil to visit his camp, 1, 
miles north as the crow flies. Furthermore, 
the father reported, Nyrimayok asked him 
to make his home among his pedple and of- 
fered to build a hut for his use anf provide 


Priests’ Struggle Against Disbelief. 

This was but another of several actions of 
the’ Eskimo chieftain which illustrated his 
friendly disposition toward the religion 
taught by the dauntilees, self-sacrificing 
priests who are devoting their lives to mis- 
sionary work in the far north. For many 
yeats Nyrimayok, with the ve and sus- 
picion characteristic of his racé, had scowled 
at every mention of Christianity; at no time 
showing open antagonism toward the fa- 
thers, but always refusing doggedly. to follow 
their suggestions. For hours, at times, he 
would sit and listen to their patient explana- 
tions. Then he would grunt and stalk off 
into the woods with no appearance of having 
been At al) affected by the lesson story. 

But it is probable that in his long walks {n 
the forests when in search of game, and in 
his long rides across the prairies and frozen 


dered much and deeply, for he is a thinking 
man, possessing an unusual amount of intel- 
ligence for an Eskimo, as well a@an unusual

Father Turquetil, elated over this evidence 
of the friendliness of the powerfu! leader of 
so large a race, and glad of the unprecedented } 
opportunity to preach the gospel of Christ 
among those pagans, accepted the invitation 
extended by Nyrimayok, and. told him that.’ 
he would meet him some time in the month of 
March at a designated place, near Lake } 
tryst.

| 
Goes Into Wilds Rarely Visited. 
Father Gaste, now vicar general of the 


Vicariate of Prince Albert, who for more than [ 


forty yeafs was in charge of the mission on 
the bleak, rocky thores of Reindeer lake, 
once made a trip into the territory into which 
Father Turquetilis going. That was in 1868, 
He went 700 miles north of the mission, and 
was the first white man to traverse that 
country. Since then parties of surveyors are 
the only whites known to have ventured into 
those barren wilds. Father Gaste made the 
trip with the whole tribe of Montagneis In- 
diane, which followed the reindeer when they 
began their northward run at epring time, 
killing them by thousands. 

“No words-in any language, 
joined, could éxaggerate the perils and hard- 
ships of Father Turquetil’s journey,” is the 
san he spoke of the journey. He made the 

e statement to Father Turquetil, andthe 
priest eaid, briefly: 

vp I shall go to meet the chief; father.” 

Nine bundred miles is a short distance in 
the states; but 800 miles from Prince Albert 


to the mission on Reindeer lake is different. } 


The first 200 miles are easy~—a quick, four 
days’ paddle down the broad, swift running 
GSdskatchewan river. Across Cumberland 


the first stretch of the long, long row against 
etréam, for from Reindeer lake down through 
e Series of rivers and little lakes the water 
‘Pushes rapidly on its way to the Saskatche- 
wan, Lake Winnipeg, and Hudson's bay. 
But once out of Cumberland lake and the 
real work and perii= of the voyage to the 


Father Gaste, who made the trip twice in 
the forty-five years he spent in the work in 
the northern wilds: 

“Now the priest with his Indian guides 
pass through a few miles of smooth running 
water, slowly, for paddling a light canoe up 
st¥eam is difficult even for expert Indian 
c@noemen. Now the nose of the little bark 
boat is poked against the shore and all 
clamber out, perhaps into a marsh where the 

mud squashes up around the ankles or knees. 
Bach voyager takes his share of the goods 
atid the Indians, in addition, pack the canoe, 
and the trip of, maybe two, maybe sixty 
miles around rushing rapids is made. Then, 
perhaps, another spell of hard rowing on 
lake or river; then another portage. 

Tramp of 500 Miles in Eight Weeks. 

“When Athabasca and the Reindeer river 
are reached it is tramp, tramp, tramp nearly 
all the Way to the lake—about 500 miles—foar 
In that distance the stream rushes with a 
noisy roar in a close series of cataracts 
aliong giant, cragged rocks, always half 
bufied in the foam into which the water is 
therned. This part of the trip takes between 
six.and eight weeks. 

“The trip into the waste lands north of 
Reindeer lake can be made only on ski and 
sledge. It takes indomitable will and great 
physical endurance, No white man whose life 
and soul are not voluntarily consecrated to 
the work could make a journey of that kind. 
There will be tramping day after day over 
the blinding snow, through calm and blow. 
tither meaning a temperature of 50 degrees 
or more below Zero, across a succession of 
Greary wastes broken here and there by 
great masses, almost mountains of rocks, 
ever whith the traveler on foot must stum- 
bie and the sletiges ‘be overturned and bat- 
tered; by forests whose fallen tree trunks 
and tangled undergrowth, the accumulation 
of centtries, make traveling discouragingly 
difficulty, and again by streams whose cata- 
racts. rumbling vio-ently, defy the cold to 
freeze then: 

Deep Snows Give Night’s Shelter. 

And thet there will be night after night 
in. which the. priést and his guides 
must dig deep down into the snow, in that 
way building a little shelter inté which they 
can cuddle in their furs for the rest which 
the work of the day always makes so Wel- 
come. If the dogs are tame (few of them 
are) they will be taken into these little ex- 
cavations sq that the humans may enjoy 
the warmth which their bodies give off. 
If they are wild the little faithful brutes 
will snégk off by themselves when night 
draws nigh and dig holes in the snow. and 
make their own sleeping places therein.

High Prides Mislead Public. 

The public busies itself with other things. 

It notices that the members of the jury with 

a fairness and delicacy peculiarly affecting

again. But the public is good natured about 
it all, because when it really wants a good 
picture it can send to New York or it con- 
tents itself with prints in wonderful frames, 
thus forming a vacuum in which the young 
art worker and many of his older brethren 
find it difficult to breathe. 

And who is responsible for this discourag- 
ing condition if not the successful artist and 
the art associations that fetch and carry for 
him? In order to create an inflated value 
for his own ‘work and that of his associates 
he as a juror awards:a prize of $500 for a 
picture not worth $100.” ‘Thiy (ainter of the | 
prize winner may be on the jury next time, 
and one good turn deserves another. 

Thus the holder who is willing to pay 
in proportion te his means for the decorations 
of his house obtains the impression that an 
original work of art can only be had at a 
price far beyond him. 

To get the art worker out of the slours 


of despond the public must be made to re- 


vise its opinion of art values. It must be 


given to understand that as men’s pocket- ~- 
-pookes vary in size from those of clerks and 


young professional men, to those of the 
Morgans and Vanderbilts, so good, original 
art work can be had of values to meet the 
entire range of in 
expenditure. . 


Why Not Exhibit for Sale?. 
' But thie information cannot be imparted 
by means of art exhibitions contrive¢ pri- 
mafily as social affairs. Art has its com- 


mepcial as well as its esthetic side, andthere . 


is no réason why an art worker, however 
refined hie artistic sense, should not be will- 


“ing to meet the public on the groynd floor 


of actual value. The personality of Hob- 
bema is not given much attention by the 
buyers of his paintings, and no mere should 
that of a living artist be considered. The 
public buys the work, it does not buy the 
worker. 

- All suggestions intended to aid in lifting 
the handicap of the art worker should, there- 
fore, be based on the assumption that the 
public will buy the original works of ‘un- 
knewn artists if pleasing and well done, pro- 
vided it is allowed to consult its own taste. 
Such being the case, a place where it can be- 


acquainted with these productions and

of their inhabitants, and the absence of the. 


madding throng that makes life in a city 
like Chicago resemble a hades on earth. 
Any man with a thimbleful of brains can suc- 
ceed in the west; if he knows how to adapt 
himself to conditions. He must bea worker, 


he must be energetic, honest, enterprising, — 


fearless. If he has these qualities the west 
wants him, and. will py, out all right.’’ 


‘Trade Goiden Returns. 

“In all the towns of the western states which 
are dependent upon the farmers for support, 
trade in ali its branches offers excellent in- 
ducements to the settler of energy and push. 
Enterprising young men with new ideas con- 
cerning the operation of stores, carrying 
large stocks of first class goods, well dis- 
played, and who know how to keep trade 
after they have won it, are bound to succeed. 
The chances for doing business on the side, 
as it were, trading for stock, poultry, sell- 
ing farming implements where the manufac- 
turers have no established agencies, buying 
and selling of grain, etc., are numerous, 

Ordinary labor, while not so well paid in 
the smaller towns, enjoys the advantage of 
cheaper cost of living. The workman, if he 
is enterprising,. will soon have a cow about 
his place. Then’ he will get a cream sep- 
arator, add three or four more cows to his 
herd of one, and presently he will be selling 
his- cream for §35 a month, a sum amply 
sufficient to meet family expenses should 
his regular employment fail him. One thing 
brings on another in village life, but gen- 
erally they have a golden living if compe- 
tently handled by the man who knocks at 
fortune’s door.

AM asked “whether 
@ young man should

ent things he should do—propounded his final 
query, “Shall I marry, sire?” To which 
you will regret it.’ 

I answer that In this gwhether the man

present those rights himself? He certainly 
understands them best and feels them keen- 
est. Therefore, where is the reason, in the 
progress of enlightenment and learning, for 
the intermediate man, who possesse® no 
more knowledge than the elient, generally 
speaking, to be called in and paid a sum of 
money to do that of which the client is 
equally" as capable? Next, in these days 
when clients mutually, instead of being 

lients, can present between themselves ds 
combatants their respective rights and reach 
a conclusion, the lawyer is unnecessary.

they cannot reach’a concluston, conscious 


of their rights, having knowledge of the 
laws and of their respective duties to each 
other, equipped with the ordinary capacity 
of expressing their wants and rights and 
their contentions, what is the necessity ‘of 
having somie one do it for them?

“There is no longer an age of eloquence. 


-Eloquence may be an entertainment, butit

In this 
process of the elimination of all middlemen 


the next generation—certainly the next

will end. This was the theory of the earty 
Persian government, and the construction of 
caliph and eadi, amd in Rome, as intended;

face of these figures. .Althéugh the ‘siiff 
user is no Jonger ubiquitous, as was the case - 
100 years ago, there must be a considerable 
portion of our population addicted’ to the 
habit of snuffing to consume each year the 
amount quoted. 

The figures are taken from the internal 
revenue reports, so they cannot well lie. 
Taxes are paid annually on 16,000,000 pounds 
of snuff in this country. At the average 
price of 45 cents a. pound, which is a low 
estimate, the nation’s, snuff bill will foot up 
perilously near to $7,000,000. And the cus- 
tom of snuff using is steadily growing; snuff- 
ing is becoming popular. 


Even greater in proportion than the in- 


crease of the population is the annual in- 
crease in the snuff bilk Modern American 
life has brought with it, among many other 
things, a wholesale craving for. stimulants 
on the part of the people, and along with 
thé other stimulants that have jumped into 
popularity or increased considerably is snuff. 
‘Snuff is a stimulant, producing essentially 
the same effect as tobacco, and when once 
addicted to its use a person requires it with 
the same regularity and frequency of the 
man who is a slave to the good cigar or te 
4 
Southerners Use Much Snuff. 
Contrary to general opinion, snuff using is 
not confined; or even exceptionally prevalent, 
among the foreign element. According to 
one man who has made snuff in Chicega for 
half a lifetime, tt is the native born American 
of the southern states who buys most of the 
snuff sold in this country. The foreign. born 
enuff user is not so numerous, nor.does his 
weakness for the stimulant cost him so. much 
as it does the southerner of the larger cities. 
The great bulk of snuff manufacturing, as 
well as consuming. is done if the south. Ag 
the snuff is made almort exclusively from 
the leaf grown in: this section itis a mater 
ef economy to have the factories there. But 
there are two or three snuff factories in 
Chicago, one of them an *nterprise of such 
size as to occupy its own factory building. 
Also, here in this factory is made snuff that 
quite equals the imported article as to quality. 
and even as to price. Other industrigs hbe- 
sides that of the snuff dealer have found: it 
advisable to get their imported goods in this 
country. 

The snuff made in this country is manufac- 
tured principally from Virginia, Tennessee, 
or Kentucky leaf-tobacco. The best is made 
from the product of the Tennessee or Ken- 
tucky tobacco fields. The quality of the to- 
bacco used compares favorably with that put 
into the best plug tobaccos. The leaf used 
is particularly ripe, as unripe leaf will spo 
after making. Aside from the actual tobacco 
used the other ingredients used in the com- 
position of snuff are of a much higher grade 
than those used vw help make plug tobacco 
a condensed article of commerce.

The ‘room is guarded by the police and 
haunted by secret service: agents.

tery. 

The café is croWded nightly by the anes fashion, the 
wit of Vienna. It ts a great café, flashing with thousands 
of electric lamps—a room with stately marble pillars, yault- 
e4 ceilings, frescoed by the greatest artists of Europe. Broad, 

‘ carpeted aisles lined with palms intersect the great room at 
intervals. The music of Strauss floats through it from 
orchestras concealed in the balconies. 

At night the opera, the theater,+the chancellor’s recep- 
tion, empty their throngs of gayly dressed distingués into 
this midnight clearing house of Vienna fashion.

Dates from ae Supper Party. 

One night eight weeks ago the alcove was occupied by a 
merry supper party from the opera. Of all the members of 
party not one was known to the chief of the secret po- 

ce, who makes it a point to stroll through the great café 
each midnight to note those present. For what purpose? 
Only the secret police of Vienna know. 

After 2 o’clock in the morning the revelers departed in 
groups or in couples. At 3 o'clock scarcely one was left in 
the great hall.

An Expert on Gastronomy. 
‘Col. Davis talks as an expert now on the subject of gas- 
there is any peculiar delicacy under the sun he 
hasn’t tasted, he doesn’t know about it. The colonel says his 
most remarkable mea! was eaten in Japan, the land of flow- 
ers and the home of fish eaters. It was a fish that played the 
most conspicuous part in this strange meal.
